“Christmas,M says a dispatch from 
New York, “found Ellis Island packed 
with an overflow of 12,000 held 
aboard ships, and other liners nearing 
port loaded to the gunwales with ali­

This does not support the view, wide­ 
ly expressed of late, that official esti­ 
mates of the immigrant army likely to 
arrive in this country during the next 
year are much exaggerated. 
Immigration Commissioner Wallis,

would reach unprecedented propor­ 
tions, and he has been much criticiz­ 
ed and ridiculed as an alarmist by per­ 
sons and organs not disposed to listen 
to his warnings.

congested at New York, is more confi­ 
dent than ever that he knows what 
lie is talking about. 
It is all very well to depreciate pan­ 
icky haste in putting up the bars 
against immigration and it is a good 
plan, too, to take due account of the 
possibility that some of the propagan­ 
da in favor of very stringent restric­ 
tions springs from the selfish aims. 
But a great many of us believe that 
alarm over the immigration prospect 
is well warranted and that most of 
those who hoot at the danger are be­ 
having about as sensibly as a flock of 
ostriches with their heads buried in 
the sand. 
If we want to keep this country fit 
to live in and if we want to keep it 
American, we have got to build a wall 
which will prevent the threatened in­ 
flux of European elements peculiarly 
undesirable and dangerous to our in­ 
stitutions at this time. The congestion 
at Ellis Island is but another indication 
of this truth.

It is a time of increasing finan­ 
cial uneasiness. The load of feder 
al I a vai ion is burdensome.

< re*tit has 
complicated 
the prob­ 
lem. 
Under : ai ch circumstances, no 
conscientious 
official 
can justify 
iii*- unnecessary expenditure of a 
ingle dollar, or countenance for a 
minute either 
waste 
or extrava­ 
gance. 


it is not a time tor experiment in 
financial 
or 
governmental func­ 
tions. 
The spirit of the times calls, 
not for the new* and the untried. 
but for a return to principles that 
are obi and proven by experience. 
Economy, 
efficiency, 
devotion to 
the public service—these are the 
virtues which the public demands 
and is entitled to demand of us. 
I have been much gratified at the 
clearly expressed intention of mem­ 
bers of both branches of the legisla­ 
ture to hold down clerkships to the 
necessary minimum, and to curtail 
expenditures to the 
lowest 
figure 
consistent with the public service. 
There is no member of either house 
who is not serving at a personal 
financial loss, and it is deeply to be 
regretted that the people did not 
approve amendment. No. I giving 
senators 
and 
representatives re­ 
muneration more nearly adequate.

be. however, no re­ 
sentm ent, and I hope both senate 
and house will carry out their ex­ 
pressed policy of retrenchm ent and 
economy. 
To do so will inspire 
public confidence and set an hon­ 
orable record of service for the 51st 
General Assembly which will stand 
as a model for succeeding sessions. 
Administrative Consolidation. 
Iii harmony with the expressed 
policy of the legislature for econ­ 
omy, efficiency aud budgetary con­ 
trol, I recommend the reorganiza­ 
tion of the various appointive ad­ 
ministrative departm ents and their 
consolidation under as few* respon 
stble heads as is practicable. Such 
consolidation will prevent overlap­ 
ping 
of 
work, 
systematize 
the 
sial**’s activities, enable the head 
of tie1 executive departm ent to call 
into consultation the heads of the 
various departm ents as a* cabinet, 
arui plan* the executive in position 
ut demand efficiency abd enforce 
economy.

At the time our constitution was 
adopted, the 
prevailing 
political 
philosophy jjemauded decontraliza- 
t ion of control. 
It was held that 
this would result in a better and 
broader democracy* Consequently, 
by constitutional provision, the exe­ 
cutive department was broken up 
into six elective officers (auditor, 
attorney general, treasurer, secre­ 
tary of state, lieutenant governor 
and 
superintendent 
of 
public 
schools). 
Each of these officers 
was elected by the people. 
Over 
none of them has the governor any 
control whatever. 
W hether 
this 
^constitutional 
breaking up of the executive de­ 
partm ent is desirable 
or 
not we 
must leave to a constitutional con­ 
vention to decide. For present pur­ 
poses, it is important only to note 
that the executive departm ent is 
still further broken up by legisla­ 
tive enactm ents which have created 
numerous officers, boards and com­ 
missions to transact the details of 
the executive department. The per­ 
sonnel of these various off^es is 
generally appointed by the gover­ 
nor, but his power to demand ac­ 
countability, or enforce 
economy, 
usually passes from his hands, for 
practical 
purposes, 
with 
the ap­ 
pointment. 
All of this has been done In the 
name of democracy, and to* prevent 
centralization of control. 
The pro­ 
cess has defeated its own purpose. 
1. 
It has ikbSivided the execu­ 
tive departm ent with the governor, 
the nominal head, to bear the re­ 
sponsibility before the public, but 
with the real responsibility impos­ 
sible to fix. 
2. 
It has aided the development 
of the “invisible government,” and 
the boss system, which is the very 
object the decentralization sought 
to prevent. 
J. 
The 
executive 
departm ent 
cannot be coordinated nor made ef­ 
ficient, under it. 
4. 
It is conducive to waste and 
extravagance. 
Boards. 
Tile consolidation can be made 
to group most of the departm ents 
of administration, except those cre­ 
ated by the Constitution. 
In every case I recommend that 
tile activities of each departm ent 
he put under the charge of one man 
to he called a comptroller. Boards 
are valuable in an advisory, inves­ 
tigative or ordinance capacity, but 
the board system of administration 
is in my judgment, a failure. Boards 
are unfit for effect:ve executive or 
adm inistrative work. They tend to­ 
ward delay, inefficiency and shift­ 
ing of responsibility. 
Even when 
unpaid, or paid only a nominal sal­ 
ary. hoards are expensive.

fore favor a replacement of all exe­ 
cutive boar*ts with a single respon­ 
sible individual.

In considering 
legislation great 
weight should he given to the tes­ 
timony 
and

ers of this state, but it should never 
be forgotten that education is not 
solely 
a teachers’ 
problem. 
The 
problem of successful schools must 
be approached from the viewpoint 
of the citizen who provides the tax­ 
es and sends the children to the 
schools. 
The object of the school 
; system is to afford to every child 
an opportunity for the best possible 
{education and therefore the best 
| possible opportunity in life. 
We must be and are interested in 
tim State University, the 
Nor­ 
mal Schools, ami in higher educa­ 
tion. We must not fail to be just to 
the teachers, but we must not for­ 
get that the greatest good that can 
be accomplished must he accomp­ 
lished in those schools attended by 
the largest 
number 
of pupils. 
I 
hope that your attention will he 
given to primary, grade and high 
schools, and that legislation will be 
enacted which will make it possible 
for the development of consolidat­ 
ed schools in the 
rural 
districts. 
The cities of the state, due to their 
large taxable wealth, and to the de­ 
velopment of their community in­ 
terests, have been able in the past 
to develop 
schools 
of which the 
stat** can be and Is proud. 
In the 
cities the situation is not so pres­ 
sing as in the rural districts, hut 
since we are all, whether of city or 
country, of 
whatsoever 
creed or 
*-lass, inextricably bound up togeth­ 
er in the same bundle, the problem 
of better schools is of equally great 
importance to us all. 
I hope that you will not overlook 
provisions that. will afford to the 
colored citizens of Missouri an op­ 
portunity for the education of their 
children.’ It is a m atter to be re­ 
gretted that there are a great many 
communities in Missouri where col­ 
ored children are 
denied 
proper 
educational facilities. This is a con­ 
dition which I think you vail agree 
with me, should be speedily reme­ 
died. 
Immigration. 
The decline in rural population 
is a fact which must give serious 
concern to a1! who arc interested 
iu the state of Missouri. Doubtless 
it is true that better roads, better 
schools, a development of commu­ 
nity centers and 
other 
measures 
designed to increase 
the 
advan­ 
tages and attractions of farm lite 
will do more than anything else to 
stop the trend away from the farm. 
Doubtless it is also true that the 
development 
of agricultural 
ma­ 
chinery has so increased the possi­ 
ble acreage one man can success­ 
fully cultivate that 
this 
develop­ 
ment has tended to the consolida­ 
tion of farm holdings. 
Nevertheless there is little trend 
to the farm and there is a large 
area of Missouri 
soil 
which lies 
idle for want of hands to work it. 
The advantages of Missouri for 
dairying should be brought to the 
attention 
of 
dairy 
communities 
such as exist in Wisconsin and in 
Illinois. 
Missouri’s advantages for 
raising cotton should be brought 
to the notice of that part of the 
south which is particularly inter­ 
ested in this staple. Similarly as to 
horticulture, 
.poultry 
and 
the 
other opportunities which are of­ 
fered by the state. 
Much valuable 
work in stimulating 
development 
of out agricultural possibilities and 
in attracting to Missouri desirable 
citizens can* be done at model ate 
cost, by coordinating through an 
immigration bureau the efforts of 
individuals, commercial bodies and 
farm 
organizations. 
I 
therefore 
recommend the enlargement of the 
present law relating to the immi­ 
gration bureau with reasonable ap­ 
propriation to give it effect. 
This 
branch of 
the 
state’s 
activities 
should be attached to the consoli­ 
dated departm ent of agriculture. 
The development of the resourc­ 
es of the slate Is of immense im­ 
portance. 
Deposits 
of 
valuable 
clays, of coal, of lead and zinc are 
already well known, and partially 
developed. Other deposits of equal 
value 
probably 
exist. 
There are 
genii possibilities for w ater flower. 
The geological survey of the state, 
already 
started, 
should 
be fully 
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complete*!; ;nj(j jls 
results 
made 
available to all business interests. 
I he state should maintain a sym­ 
pathetic attitude 
toward 
the im­ 
provement of waterway transporta­ 
tion. 
The same attitude should be 
maintained toward 
the extension 
and betterment of other practicable 
transportation 
facilities, . whether 
by air, water or land. 
Redistricting. 
One 
of 
the 
important 
tilings 
which the, people look confidently 
to us to do is to redistrict the stale. 
Ibis must he done fairly, having re- 
11) con*lenity of the counties 
ami compactness 
of the 
district. 
Ih e ' population 
of 
each 
district 
must he made as nearly equal as is 
I IO1 slide. 
I am sure the mein hers of th*' leg I 
is la tine would be unwilling to sub­ 
mit to a redistricting which would 
be as grossly unfair as th** one un­ 
der which the, state has suffered 
for lh** last twenty years. 
I hold 
personally to the opinion that tho 
welfare of the 
s t a le 
will he hest 
served by having the two great par­ 
ties placed in such competition as 
will make the merit of their serv­ 
ice the deciding factor in elections, 
and that any party which can de­ 
pend upon an unfair gerrymander 
or a corrupt election has lost its in­ 
centive to public service. 
I hope the 
legislature 
will 
ap­ 
proach this problem and work out 
such a redistricting hill as will com­ 
pel confidence iii its fairness. 
Workmen’s Compensation Law. 
A compensation law was passed 
by the 50th General Assembly, sub­ 
mitted to referendum and lost at 
the 
last 
election. 
Probably the 
main reason for its losing at the 
general election was the fact that 
the law required amendment in nu­ 
merous particulars. 
Even before 
the vote was taken, the Employers’ 
Association and the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor 
in 
Missouri had 
agreed ti pun the amendments to he 
made. 
I 
recommend 
that a new 
law. embodying the agreed amend­ 
ments be enacted. 
This 
form 
of 
legislation nas 
proven of great value and has stea­ 
dily won its way iii popular appro­ 
val. 
The first general state com­ 
pensation law was enacted in 1911. 
Today there are only six states in 
the union, 
which 
have 
no work­ 
men’s compensation law, viz: 
Mis­ 
souri, Arkansas, Mississippi, Flori­ 
da, North Carolina aud South Caro­ 
lina. 


Police Laws. 
I recommend that, except as to 
tty! numbers and the departmental 
organization of the 
police 
forces, 
the same police laws be made ap­ 
plicable to all cities over 75,000, 
and that the 
number 
of commis­ 
sioners. appointed by the governor, 
be reduced to two, who with the 
mayor of the city, acting ex-officio 
and without salary, shall constitute 
the board. 
’rile 
commissioners 
should 
be 
subject to removal at any time and 
for any reason satisfactory to the 
governor. They should he paid rea­ 
sonable salaries. 
Road Legislation. 
The road 
legislation 
to lie en­ 
acted by this legislature is of great 
and far-reaching consequence. 
It is 
highly desirable that all proposed 
measures 
be 
carefully 
analyzed, 
and fully considered. 
The interest 
in the subject is so great 
and so 
widely spread, and- a proper legis­ 
lative foundation 
so 
essential to 
Hie success of the road program, 
all of the individuals, associations, 
and organizations 
desiring 
to be 
heard should be accorded every op­ 
portunity, and 
their recommenda­ 
tions fully considered. Every mem­ 
ber of the legislature ought to have 
and no d*w»bt desires to have, full 
information upon 
every 
angle of 
the problem before voting upon it. 
To give full and complete hear­ 
ings to all upon the 
road legisla­ 
tion, and at the same time so con­ 
sider and enact proper legislation 
upon the other important subjects 
pending, weald 
seem 
to be well 
nigh impossible. 
To attem pt all of these the same 
time might possibly result in some 
ill-considered and 
hasty 
work. 
I 
therefore recommend 
that 
other 
measures be speeded up and road 
legislation be deferred until later 
on the calendar or to a special .ses­ 
sion. to be called immediately up­ 
on the 
adjournment 
of this one. 
The attention of the legislature can 
thus be focused upon the one sub­ 
ject, road legislation, with the re­ 
sult 
of a better 
considered 
and 
more practicable enactment. 
On road projects already author­ 
ized and under way, construction 
should be speeded up to the extent 
that it can be done. This will serve 
the double purpose of sooner ob­ 
taining these roads, and of afford­ 
ing to many laboring men, now un­ 
fortunately short of work, a 'need­ 
ed opportunity to make their labor 
gainful to themselves and of serv­ 
ice to the state. 
Constitutional Convention. 
It is impossible for this legisla­ 
ture to make, or even to discuss, all 
changes in our constitutional struc­ 
ture

seem desirable, and I 
therefore favor carrying into imme­ 
diate effect the amendment recent­ 
ly adopted to the constitution fot a 
new constitutional convention. 
For us all, this is a serious, not 
an exultant hour. 
For me particu­ 
larly is this true.

State department officials declin­ 
ed to discuss the report, but they 
did say that the American govern­ 
ment would not be tepresented at 
the meeting of premiers next week 
at which France and Great Britain 
will discuss ways arid means for 
enfocing the terms of the treaty of 
Versailles 
affecting, particularly' 
conditions in the Ruhr valley. 
Representation on the council of 
ambassadors has been the most Im­ 
portant link connecting the United 
States with the postwar situation 
in Europe. There remains the con­ 
nection with the reparations com­ 
mission and that on the Rhineland 
commission, but 
officials 
regard 
both of these as specific cases in 
which the United States is directly 
interested. 
> 
Officials of the United States are 
known to regard representation oil 
the council as the maintenance of 
an anomalous position in view of 
the failure of the senate to ratify 
the peace treaty. The council was 
created largely for two purposes— 
settlement of armistice questions 
and the 
consideration 
of 
those 
questions regarding the treaty it­ 
self which still require treatment. 
The first has practically been dis­ 
posed of, and both the president 
and iStat^ department officers are 
reported to have taken the position 
that since the United States is not 
a party to the treaty it no longer 
can join in consideration#of ques­ 
tions arising under it.

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WEALTH FROM FORESTS. 


Not long ago the College of Fores­ 
try at Syracuse, N. Y., bought a thou­ 
sand acres of forest land in New York 
for the purpose of raising trees. 
Dr. 
Hugh P. Baker, former dean of the 
college and 
now 
secretary 
of the 
American Paper and 
Pulp 
Associa­ 
tion, tells what has been done and 
what will be done on this thousand- 
acre area. 
The land was bought at 
$3.50 an acre. Several hundred thou­ 
sand evergreens— pines, spruces, etc. 
— have 
been 
planted 
on 
it— ever­ 
greens having been selected because 
as Dr. Baker expresses it, two of them 
can be grown in the time and space 
required to grow one maple or oak. 
The method to be pursued is outlined 
by Dr. Baker as follows: 
“Within eight or ten years the col­ 
lege will 
make 
a thinning. 
We al­ 
ways plant too many trees. 
Some al­ 
ways- die, like children. 
Others are 
removed to give more room to the har­ 
dier. Those that are taken out at the 
first thinning are sold on the market 
as Christmas trees. 
The thinning for 
Christmas trees 
continues 
until the 
twentieth year of the growth of the 
new forest. 
“At that time we 
begin 
thinning 
for fence posts, mine props and vine 
props. This continues until the twen­ 
ty-fourth or twenty-fifth year, when 
we begin taking out lumber sold most­ 
ly for small telephone poles. 
Begin­ 
ning with the fortieth year up to the 
fiftieth the time isTipe for cutting the 
trees for pulp wood. 
During all the 
time that the thinning of the trees ori­ 
ginally planted goes on new ones are 
planted. 
Sometimes it is by natural 
production; occasionally we have to 
resort to artificial reproduction. Once 
a forest 
is started, 
however, it is a 
comparatively easy thing to have it re­ 
produced naturally. 
. “What the college is doing for the 
purpose of inaugurating a college ex­ 
periment station ought to be taken up 
as an industry by the government and 
by 
private 
owners. 
The 
United 
States owns forest land six times the 
area of Pennsylvania. 
This land is 
not being cultivated scientifically, Ef­ 
forts are, indeed, being made to pre­ 
serve it by forest fire laws, but the 
situation is one that calls for growth 
rather than preservation. 
We need 
lumber. That is an indisputable fact. 
We can have all the lumber we need 
by properly cultivating the land we 
have.” 
When are we gofrng to start doing 
it? New York has 
done 
more than 
most states in this respect, but even 
New York has barely made a begin­ 
ning. 
Of 30,000,000 acres of land in 
that state only about half are being 
used 
for agriculture. 
The 
greater 
part of the other 
15,000,000 
acres 
could be used 
for 
growing lumber. 
Only 33 per cent of the area of New 
England is under the plow. 
A strik­ 
ing comparison suggested by Dr. Ba­ 
ker enables 
one 
to appreciate very 
vividly what a wonderful opportunity 
is wasted through our failure to de­ 
v o te some of this unused land to for­ 
est cultivation.

Colonel George Harvey, who prob­ 


ably has spent more time at Marion 
since the election than any one else, 
just as he was the most constant visi­ 
tor during the campaign period, has 
announced that he and Senator Hard­ 
ing have had under consideration “a 
proposal that the United States stand 
sponsor for an association of peoples, 
who should pledge 
their 
respective 
governments for all time never to en­ 
gage in offensive 
warfare 
until the 
question had been submitted to and 
decided by the people 
themselves.” 
Apparently after months of cogitation 
this is the best avenue of escape which 
Colonel Harvey has been able to de­ 
vise from the awkward predicament 
in which the president-elect finds him­ 
self in respect to America’s attitude 
toward the League of Nations. 
As a substitute for the League of 
Nations there is but one word which 
fitly characterizes the 
Harvey .pro­ 
posal. 
It is buncombe. 
Of course 
what Colonel Harvey hopes for it that 
the plan may get JVIr. Bryan’s backing, 
his proposal, as the New York Sun re­ 
calls, being “reminiscent” of a scheme 
which Mr. Bryan has urgedsfor a num­ 
ber of years. 
But it will also be re­ 
called that in all the years Mr. Bryan 
urged his plan no republican leader 
has ever risen to applaud it until now. 
That would be a very strange thing 
indeed if the plan all this time has 
been so admirable as Colonel Harvey 
now professes to believe. 
The fact is, of course, that the only 
practicable plan for enforcing peace 
in the world is by a League of Nations 
such as was established at Versailles. 
That league was directly in line with 
the ideas of 
every 
conspicuous stu­ 
dent of world affairs in America. 
In 
its essentials it had been urged for 
years by Mr. Root and Mr. Lodge and 
Mr. Taft and most of the other recog­ 
nized spokesmen 
for the republican 
party. 
But because they were afraid 
that Woodrow Wilson would get the 
credit for its 
establishment and be­ 
cause they feared 
further 
that the 
democratic party on the strength of 
that achievement might be perpetuat­ 
ed in power they have bent all their 
energies for two years to the destruc­ 
tion of President Wilson and the de­ 
struction of the League of Nations. 
The result is that the man.they have 
elected president finds himself now in 
one of the most dangerous dilemmas 
that ever confronted a man about to 
take high office.
